Plant in full sun. Space bulbs about 4” apart in the row or bed, and plant 
about 5” or 6’ deep. Any good garden soil will grow glads. Rotted manure 
is desirable at the bottom of the hole with a little dirt between this and the 
bulb, or a side dressing of commercial fertilizer (3-10-10) will do. Water well 
during growing period. Use 5% DDT or 1% Lindane dust or spray for control 


of thrip. Apply every 2 or 3 weeks during growing period. The bulbs you 
receive have been treated for thrip but it is essential that you dust during 
the growing period as this insect can drift in. Dig bulbs in fall after flowers 
are gone and foliage has turned brown. Dry for 2 to 3 weeks, remove old 
corm, and store in cool, dry place.

HOW TO GROW CHRYSANTHEMUMS 


Rooted cuttings such as you receive when you order any of the mums offered 
on these two pages will develop better plants and produce nicer flowers 
than undivided clumps grown from year to year. They like rich soil and 
good drainage is imperative, as it is for practically all flowers. A mixture 
of sand, leaf mold, and rotted manure is ideal, but any material which will 
loosen the soil is satisfactory. (If sawdust is used be sure to add nitrogen.) 
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On cushion mums pinch out the top of the plant after it is well established 
to aid in inducing branching. On the other types pinching and disbudding 
is more or less optional although it is, of course, necessary if you wish maxi- 
mum flower size. Plant in full sun for best results. If used as a border plant 
along the house a southern or western exposure will give much better results 
than if they are planted on the east or north sides.
